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THIS IS UNEVALUATED INFORMATION 


1 . The psyohiatrio health service in Poland was one of the several 
special branches of the nationalized health service which was control- 
led by the Ministry of Health. Its organization was centralized 

and rested upon two governmental administrative levels: (See page 6 
for Organizational Chart) . 

a. The Ministry of Health with its departments and subordinate 
national institutions and organizations . 

b. The voivodship level represented by the department of health 

of each voivodship national oounoil to whioh all mental hospitals, 
institutions, and mental consulting stations or dispensaries were 
direotly subordinated. 

There were no psyohiatrio dispensaries, hospitals, or wards on the 
county (powiat) level; mental patients received their first medical 
aid from the regional dootors, usually general praotitioners . 

2. The Mental Health Section (Wydzial Zdrowia Psyohioznego) in the 
Department of Treatment (Departament Leozniotwa; , was the govern- 
mental administrative offioe within the Ministry of Health responsi- 
ble for all problems related direotly to mental health and the 
administration of all mental hospitals and psyohiatrio stations. ' 
The Department of Treatment and other departments in the Ministry 

of Health ooordinated their aotivities with other ministries and 
central institutes such as the Ministry of Labor and Social Services 
and the Ministry of Higher Education and Science, depending on the 
type of action involved. 

3. In matters concerning mental health the following were direotly ; 
subordinated to the Ministry of Health: 

a. The State psychoneurological Institute in Pruszkow. 1 
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b. The Main Coesulting Station for Mental Health (Glowna Poradnia 
Zdrowla Psychiczhego) located In Warsaw at 37/39/41 Chelraska 
Street. This was a central psychiatric dispensary serving out- 
* patients with mental and nervous disorders in Warsaw. It kept 
records on and took care of people who were discharged from 
^ mental hospitals and clinics. It also controlled about 20 

voivodship oQUtpatient consulting stations (wojewodzka poradnia 
zdrowia psychicznego) which were located mostly in voivodship 
seats (wojewodzkie miasto) . 

p. The National Psychiatric Specialist (Krajowy Speojalista 

Psychiatrii) who was a consultant on psyohiatry for the Ministry 
of Health. All voivodship psychiatrio specialists were subordi- 
nated to him In medical matters. Professor Dr. Eugeniusz 
Wilozkowski from Lodz held this position in 1953/5**. 

d. The State Medioal Publications Establishment (panstwowy Zaklad 
Wydawniotw Lekarskioh) which published , among other medioal 
publications, a bimonthly neriodioal oalled, Neurologla 
NeuroChirurgia i - Psyohjatria Polska , (Polish Neurology Neuro- 

Sur^ry and psyohiatry )7 

e. The Polish Psychiatric Sooiety (Polskie Towarzystwo Psyohiatry- 
ozne), a semi-independent solentiflo society composed of 
psyohlatrlsts, some neurologists, and psychologists. Branohes 
of the Polish Psyohlatrlc Sooiety organized leotures and 
oonferenoes throughout the nation. Every year the society 
organized an annual convention whloh usually lasted two days . 

The program of the convention always included leotures and 
reports by leading psyohlatrlsts on developments and results 

in research in psychiatry as well as disousslons on different 
ourrent problems pertaining to psyohiatry. The last annual 
convention was held in Branioe (N 50-21, E 17-49) in the fall 
of 1953. 

f. The psychiatrio ollnlos of the ten existing medioal aoademles 
were subordinate to the Ministry of Higher Education and Solenoe 
In such matters as education and training of students and 
solentiflo research. However, the administrative and strictly 
professional medioal matters in the psyohiatrlo ollnios were 
under the direot supervision of the Ministry of Health. Some 

of the psyohiatrlo ollnlos of the medioal aoademles were 
•looated within local mental hospitals. 

4. The department of health of each voivodship national oounoll was 
in oharge of the psyohiatrlo medioal servioe in its voivodship. 

The following institutions were subordinated to it t 

a. The voivodship psyohiatrlo specialist (wojewodzki speojalista 
psychiatrii) , usually one of the senior psyohlatrlsts in the 
voivodship area who acted as a consultant in psyohlatzy and 
inst ructo r for 1 therfteBartmfeht^of Health . “ in addition to hie 

'"'aorapP^ositlon.as a profess oratf a medioal. academy or direotor 
of a psyoniatrio olinioY'" He inspected every mental hospital, 
olinio, and dispensary inMp'VOivodihipteaohmorithiend 
submitted reports to the department as well as to the National 
Psyohiatrlo Specialist at the Ministry of Health. 

b. State hospital for nervous and Mental diseases (panstwowy 
sapital dla nerwowo i psyohioznle ohoryoh); there was usually 
one for eaoh voivodship area. Some of these voivodship mental 
hospitals sometimes served an area in a neighboring voivodship.

Reports on scientific research conducted according to the 
yearly plan were examined by the Scientific Council (Rada Naukowa) 
at the Ministry of Health and by the psychoneurological Institute. 

' Those conducted at the psychiatric clinics were examined by evaluation 
commissions at the medical academies. Some of the evaluations of 
scientific research in psychiatry were published In a periodical 
called Neurologja Neurochlrurgia i Psycbiatrla Polska.
